chills opinion that it conforms to the Treaty. ; 
The chief criticism is in reference to thd weaknees of the Senate 
\which is little more than an advisory body, providing the thinnest 
safeguards for the minority. The novel experimental features of the 
Constitution, which are described as calculated to make Englishmen 
anyious, are not thought likely to work out in practice, but it is 
_ emphasised that this ia solely the basiness of the Irish people, whose 
main problem is to suppress the disorderly elements.

The Cotton Congress discussed the effect of a short-time week 
oa textile production, the British contending that this prejadicially 
affected employers and openatives and the country, and bene 
fited countries where such restriction was not ‘Bpplied.
